A Sationalec folkaarsee 
(KM) Survey Unit located »t Rottweredorf ere uraaee , 10, Wm, perfume 
related duties Is reported to he a breech office of the Cartographic 
Service, According to information of 1,957 the Post Office Box number 
for the headquarters was Haile 3910 . Ho iefomaticm Is available on 
the telephone euaber. 

The Cartographic Service Is situated in the northwestern part of 
the KM barracks are*, Ha# offices, two barracks blocks and one old 
garage, are fenced off from the other barracks in the eosplex and can 
be entered only from the Barbaraatrasss on the northern side of the 
barracks area. A new building of four or five stores is to be 
constructed in 1959* 

Information describing the buildings and their occupant* is vague 
and scanty. It is reported that one of the buildings was extended on 
the east side during the period between the end Of 1956 and September 
1957. One of the buildings, variously reported as a one -or two-story 
building, contains the nap printing shop photographic workrooms, and 
photo-copy sections. Cartographic rooms . classified material rooms, 
tad auxiliary offices have been reported as os the second floor, i© 
definite information is available on the second building. The old garage 
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is reported to contain office amterieis In storage.

The V eraessungadi on *t Oachsen-Anhait which was subordinate to the 
Ministry of Interior in Berlin, formerly occupied the buildings at 
Barbaras! resse . In the Veraessungadienst was reorganised, and those 
employees who sera considered to be not .ery reliable politically were 
transferred to a new office on An M&rkt in Balls. The buildings ware 
taken over by a WP Unit (Xasernierte Yoikspollsei - Garrisoned People* 
Police). The best technicians, especially cartographers; sera recruited 
free the foraer Yemessunged least end the new office was celled XXI 
KVF Sienst shells' . the eaployees assigned to the KVP ware civilians 
but all supervisory and staff functions war* perf oread by K¥P officers, 
nany of whom bad performed similar functions under the Y enneasungsdi enst 
aaehseo-Ai belt . 

On July the XXI SYP Dienststelie was transferred to the Bat tonal eg 
YolhaaraMe (BGA) and was given its present designation of Bar togrsphl scher 
Dienst. 

C. Subordl nation 

The Cartographic Service Is ea J9SA service and as such is subordinated 
to the Chief of Staff, jfVA. Berli n-Strausberg. A special department 
Topography , is staffed by one colonel , one aa^or end one 1st lieutenant 
who is authorised to give orders. Up to the end of 1^56 Col. Kieder 
was the officer in the Ministry of Defense who was responsible for the 
Cartographic Service and he was well known for his periodic visits to 
the Cartographic Service.

1*100,000 end 1*1,000,000 were produced, toe report etetes ttoet ttoe 
organisation produced Qeraan-laag u agfc topographic naps of Poland, Csecbo- 
slovakia, end Frence.

It is evident ttoet the Cartographic Service assisted ttoe 
civilian topographic napping services in their conversion of ttoe old 
1*25,000 sheets to Soviet specifications. They redrafted end printed 
editions of severe 1 ttoousead copies. In addition they any have toed 
ttoe additional task of filling in ttoe restricted niUtery arena left 
a® ttoe 1*25,000 nps produced toy ttoe civilian napping agencies. 
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The revision of the old cMtographic data he* been ceaqpleted and the 
1:25,000 aeries distributed. Between January Mod June 1^50 the agency 
was aaialy ucmceraed with the preparation of asps covering the Ssecfco- 
siovakia-Sov let &me of Germany's border area. Csechosio aklan naps 
printed in 1955 had Wee rural shed for that purpose. So inforaatioe 
la available os the current program of the Cartographic Service is the 
reduction of the ltlO ; OQQ into the new series of 1:25*000. 

b. Production of 1:25*000 saps of west Germany. 

Work os the 1:25*000 oops of West Germany is reported 
still la progress. Areas along the border of GO* were programed to 
W done first sad plana sre to progress westward. 

c. Production and distribution of the 1*100,000 asp. 

For the military use of the KVA including the border 

troops* an old Deutsches Reich nap st 1:200*000 was enlarged and distributed 
in s Provisional fdition . So additional information is available. 

d. Production of 1:200*000 and 1:500,000 maps. 

A 1:200,000 and 1:500 000 series is reported in production. 
The 1:500,000 sheets are to be used as aircraft reporting charts. 

Keportedly , a completely new edition of a 1*500,000 general map is 
pleased* 

e. Geographic asps at 1:1*000,000 and 1:2,500,000. Preparatory 
work, for these new editions is reported to have bees started. A military 
atlas (Soviet style) is planned. 

f. Production of operational asps and tactical-position asps. 

For individual areas and reservations used by the military* 
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the Chrtogr*®fclc Berv Ice carries out special cartographic work. Great 
eapbasis Is placed cm HGA training arena all over the iJfl®. For those 
training areas under Soviet A my control, asp data ia furnished to 
the chief of Staff /XVA by officers of the Soviet A ray. Surrey work 
la conducted by survey platoons of the KVA, and the Survey Unit at 
Pima has surveyed nuaerous areas. The survey field records are sent 
to Salle end the Cartographic Service draws and prints tbs saps. 

G. Printing 

Printing equipacret at the Cartographic Service consists of 2 
offset presses for 8-color printing., aeeh with a capacity of b,QUh to 
>,000 sheets per hour, end j of feet presses of like capacity for single- 
color printing. 

Sona&iiy, topographic asps at 1*25,000 ara printed at the Cartographic 
Service, although the Survey Unit, Pirns, has assisted in the production 
of this series. In !<£*> it was reported that the Cartographic Service 
ghfccontractel a printing project to the TIB Geraaa Bond Printing works , 
ielpsig. 

Reports vary on tbs Dumber of copies printed. The mother ranges 
fro*; <* ,u0y to 20,00). A run of ^,000 to 6,000 copies of each sheet 
would seta war* logical. 

There is no aap warehouse in BaUe/Seele ami apparently the Cartographic 
Service has no asp depot. As soon as an edition has been printed, the 
asps are pecked end seeled. Finished asps are shipped to the Ministry 
of defease, Berlin-Streusberg , by no tor transport. There the Chief of 
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Staff /SVA distributes the amps to the troops or scads then to the hVA 
asp depot at 3treu#berg. Only a few sheets, which a rtt used as Maintenance 
and library copies and are controlled by a strict classification systea, 
reaain in the Cartographic .Service.

Nap printing; paper ia belie. ed to be obtained from a factory in 
Mtterfeld. It coaea to the Service via the VB1 Nitteldautche Druckerel 
in lalla. hkalon cheat, a substitute for astrsioa (a plastic material 
used far the drafting of the final sheet) is produced by a T£& 
plant in tfolfesn 
X. Security 

Very little inf onset! on is available on the maintenance of security 
at the Cartographic Service. The available information dates back to 
June 1955 and nay not be valid at this tine. 

The aecuri ty group consists of 6 to d civilian employees who are 
uniforms*! in grey and araad with snbaachine guns. All first floor 
windows are protected by iron bars. The entrance to the building is 
guarded day and night by 2 guards. Keen employes has a special peas 
with his photograph and the signature of the commending officer. The 
passes aust he validated eery j months. They must be shown when entering 
and leaving the building. Visitors aust ring an electric bell at the 
entrance door and writ for a guard to appear end conduct then to the 
guard rows. 

Material for drafting asps is stored overnight in the classified 
aatarial rooa on the second floor. The tour to this rocs is secured

Baployses are also required to subnit persons! history state— cats , 
Including the naswa sad addresses of all relatives end tbs naaes of 
three character witnesses, fwrthsrnsare, the cartographers are instructed 
to state their occupation as technical esployeau , and to givs evasive 
answers concerning the nature of their work to adniaise inquisitive 
questions, lbs political officer frequently sub— m* the eaployees to 
his office far an interview concerning their personal background and 
political attitude. All cabinets, safes and doors are locked up end 
sealed by the brigadiers and/or section chiefs at l&xt hours, i.s. after 
duty hears. Kbps are tamed in at the guard roots. In the eoralag 
keys are picked up by the asms personnel sad all seals era ranged, 
during non-office hours. 1 guard patrols the hallways once every hour. 
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
